It does seem as if the dazzle problem is 
nearing solution, but it would be unwise 
if legi®latien were introduced too soon to 
compel nidtorists to fix certain. officially 
approved appliances for the reduction of 
the dazzle effects on head lights. In this 
there would-be the danger of hampering 
development and deciding on a design 
which would be. only partially efficient, for 
once official approval is given to an 
apparatus, change and development will 
be resisted. It is, therefore, necessary 
that each new invention should contend 
for official recognition which will finally 
result in a dependable anti-dazzle head 
light 

"Pending this stage, which, for obvious 
reasons, will be necessarily. slow, 
motorists, for the expenditure of a few 
pencé on an orange-tinted ditc, known as 
a fog disc, which can be attached to the 
wind-screen, will find in it a most efficient 
anto-dazzle shield. . Its comparatively 
large size—-about the area of the glass of a 
head lamp—enables it to intercept varied 
approaching beams, and the driver will 
obtain an excellent view of any object on

NECESSITY FOR A ROAD 5.0.5. 


From past. experience on the road I fee! 
there is a great necessity for motorists to 
adopt some form of recognised signal, so 
that whcn one motorist observes something 


‘wrong with the car of another motorist 
“whois preceeding or passing him he could 


this signal and call attentio. to what 
may, if let co unnoticed, result in serious 
loss or injury. On the Bray road one 
evening this week I was following a car. 
Itewasedark at the time, and I observed 
the lamps of.the preegéding car lighting 
intermittently, and dangling on its “cable. 
] endeavoured to call the driver's atten- 
tion by a serresof short horn blasts, but, 
though he did not signal me to pass, it 
was evident that he thonght I was getting 
impatient..and wanted to pass him out. 
Evéntuallx, I drew level with him and 
called his attention to the lamps, which, 
by this time had altogether disappeared. 
A recognised signal on the horn would 
have saved this added garage bill, and, for

I would make the suggestion that the 
‘two Automobile Associations operating in 
the Free State should considér this matter. 
If, in their wisdom, they decided on a 
short blast 8.0.8, _ signal, which, when 
heard by. a. passing motorist, would bring 
-him to,a standstil!, it will prove of con: 
siderable assistance to their members. 
THE NECESSARY HAND SIGNALS. 

While on the subject of signals, I would 
like te-remind drivers, particularly those 
who have come on the roads recently, that 
the object of hand signals, is to indicate 
their own intentions, arid that the driving 
of other cars has nothing to do with them. 
If this is realised and practiced the 
handjing of their cars, as well as the 


general safety of the roads, would be very 
much -improyed. 


Apart from signals to 
police or others on pbdint duty, the only 
signals called for are those which indicate 
that the driver is going to do something 
which may not be expected by those who 
are following. The only signal which 
appears to be needed is to hold out the 
hand when.it is intended to pull out to 
the right or left, either with the object of 
passing something or turning down a side- 
road. A large body of motorists respond 
to the blast of a horn from a following 
car by a sweep of/the hand. This is very 
polite, but it. would be much better to keep 
the hand on the steering wheel, and pull. 
to the left,.so as to give room forthe other 
car to pass, instead of leaving it to him to 
do s0,..as often. as not, in the off-side. 
gutter. 

It is always well to indicate to following 
trafic that the state of the road compels 
one to slow down, or that he is stopping, 
but very often, in the event of an 
emergency stop, the only occasion on which 
these signals might be of use they are of 
necessity omitted, owing to lack of time 
in which to make them. The fewer the 
Signals the better, and any signals made 
should be clear and definite. 

LICENCES AND WASTE OF TIME. 

Several complaints have reached me of 
the time that one has to waste in getting 
both his car and driving licences. Last 
week I had to renew my driving licence, 
and-it took me one hour and five minutes 
to do so. There were some forty persons 
Waiting to obtain licences in the dingy 
premises in Castle street, and three 
clerks. in attendance, to issue the forms. 
receive the money, and give out the 
licences. Why not hang up these forms, 
as is the custom in post offices with tele- 
graph forms, so that applicants could pull 
one off, fill it in, and hand it with the 
Amount of the licence money to the clerk 
This would save the time of the clerks and 
of applicants (in my case it took twenty 
minutes to be supplied with this form 
alone), A printed notice sent out to each 
motorist, indicating that his licence duty 
falls due on a certain date and enclosiny 
the necesary form, which could be filled in 
and returned with a cheque to satisfy the 
demand and the road licence, would avoid 
great waste of time and irritation both on 
the part of the motoring public and the 
clerical staff of the motor licence depart- 
ment. The cost of such would he 
negligible compared with what the present 
methods result in.

The Ochrana.” By A. T. Vassilyev, London:

“| BE late A, T. Vassilyev’s book is a 
' more remarkable document than a 


cursory p2rusal would suggest. In the 


first place, it is wholly uninspired, and is | 


written in the cramped style of a man 
whose literary efforts manifestly have been 
confined to the penning of official minutes. 
Secondly, it is a tragedy, not because it 
tells of the fall of the Romanoffs, but 
because it is a sincere confession of belief 
in a hopeless police system by a man who 
gave his whole life to its service and saw 
the ruin of his work without being able to 
see that that ruin was foredoomed. 

Few monarchs have had a more faithful 


servant than Vassilyev, but clearly he was | |g eens

no Fouché. He seems from his own words 
—and we may believe them—to have held 
that the proper cure of Russia’s troubles 
was a systematic repression of all com- 
plaint. Even on the day when Nicholas 


II. abdicated, Vassilyev suggests that, if : 


the Tsar had availed himself of the offers 
of General Count Keller and Khan 
Naschiwanski +» fight to a finish, he might 
have retained his throne. 

The historical interest of the book is 
twofold. Vassilyev explodes the theory, 
that we have gleaned from novelists and 
the disaffected, that the members of the 
Ochrana were possessed of Loki-like guile 
and a callous disregard of legal-forms. 
On the contrary, they seem to have been 
simple on many occasions to the verge of 
childlishness, and Vassilyev deplores many 
moments when a more uncompromising 
attitude by authority, in his. opinion, 
would have been more convenient. In- 
deed, he is the more credible on this 
point because his disclosures are unin- 
tentional. 

Qn the subject of Rasputin undoubtedly 
he is right, however greatly his words 
-May surprise those who have professed 
the mouth the Russian 
woo of Marie Antoinette’s necklace. 
The analogy exists, of course ; but we may 
suspect that Vassilyev had never heard 
of the Cardinal de Rolian, and, therefore, 
was more accurate with his minutes. His 
police, if inefficient in many ways, were 
able to ascertain that Rasputin survived 
the poison, which Prince Youssopoff had 
prepared for him, by the simple expedient 
of not swallowing it. Moreover, the smali 
measure of his influence at Court was 
clear to the police chief, who knew that 
the majority of his recommendations 
were ignored. The neurotic Empress, 
from whom most of his less edifying traits 
were concealed, had a genuine and mildly 
mystic affection for his spiritual qualities, 
Beyond this point the affair was unim- 
portant, except as propaganda in the 
hands of revolutionaries. 

In spite of its many imperfections, 
“The Ochrana ’’ is a really valuable book 
to all students of Russia.

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MIRACLE. 
—-- — & --— 


Miracle in History and Modern Thought. By 
C. J. Wright, 8.D. London: Constable. 18/- net. 


HE tremendous advance which has been 
made in historical criticism, and the 
adoption of new methods of approach, 
demand a revision of our former ways of 
examining the problems which face in- 
quiry into religious beliefs. The time is 
ripe for a reconsideration of the large and 
important subject of miracles by someone 
who is conversant with the general tend of 
scientific study. The Rev. Charles J. 
Wright has undertaken the task, and his 
present work inclines us to the opinion 
that few could have treated the subject 
with greater thoraughness or in a more 
acceptable way. For this reason it will be 


, welcomed by all students of religion, who 


will find in it much food for thought and 
It is evident that it 
is no hurried work ; for,,if ave-may judge 
by the guotations in the text and the 
references. supplied in footnotes, the 
author’s reading has embraced many sides 
of his theme. 

He declares himself frankly suspicious of 
the whole traditional concept of miracle, 
which he suspects to be based on a 
largely materialistic view of life and the 
universe, and he is convinced that the 
harm done by building on such a false 
basis must be corrected by insistence that 
the miraculous shall fit wuaturally into 
theism without recourse to such unnatural 
and unworthy ideas as direct intervention, 
or contravention, or interference. ' Any 
process of reasoning,” he says, “in the 
defence of miracle which places power, not 
love, on the throne of the universe 1s 
hostile to religion.’’ 

He is dissatisfied—as everybody is dis- 
satisfied—with all the definitions of a 
miracle which have been put forward 
hitherto. He would not consider that the 
scientific view of a miracle as an extremely 
wonderful event waiting to be fitted into 
the order of nature goes far enough ; for 
anything to which the term may be 
applied shall have a moral value. He 
asks for something larger and wider. The 
miraculous is a manifestation of God in 
history and nature, and a miracle would 
be, in his estimation, an event in accord- 
ance with Nature (as seen and known by 
God) which manifests the love, beauty 
and goodness of God to man. 

The study of miracle cannot be divorced 
from the study of miracles. Consequently 
Mr. Wright enters into a consideration of 
the miracles of the Gospel records i" 
detail, and states very fairly the case from 
the liberal, as well as from the conserva- 
tive, standpoint, showing us his own 
opinions without fear or hesitation. He is 
endeavouring always to defend the truths 
inherent in the concept of the super- 
natural, and argues again and again that 
the ‘“‘supernatural concept’’ can still be 
applied to events or to persons when so- 
called —“ explanations ' on natural 
grounds have been adduced. 

What may be regarded as a complete 
bibliography on the subject, ranging over 
eighteen centuries, will be found at the 
close of the book. It covers 15 pages, and 
is arranged under four heads. A long 
appendix to Chapter 5 deals with the 
position of Dr. F. R. Tennant, Baden- 
Powell, Mozley and Wendland; and an 
important note on the question of 
‘Miraculous Exaggeration’’ in the 
Synoptists follows Chapter 6.

The Englishman and his Books. By Amy Cruse.

IS book takes up the threads from 
Mrs. Cruse’s previous work, '“ The 
Shaping of English Liflerature,” which 
was published a couple of years ago.

The Power and Secret of the Jesuits. By René 
Fulép-Miller. London; Putnam. 27/. net. .

The work of the Empire Marketing Board 


"fot thie year ended May '31, 1930, is reviewed 


in a’ report published yesterday. 

The whole purpose of the Board is to en- 
courage beople to do their business within 
the Empire, and grants for research and 
development are made to agricultural and 
scientific institutions. 

The Board has given a grant to University 
College, Dublin, £3,250 capital aid £5,500 
spread over five years, for the extension of 
investigations cn virus. diseases’ of the potato, 
and a technique has been worked out whieh 
should atovide a much more certain méans 
of determining the presence or absence of 
virus infection in the potato, and probably 
of distinguisling one disease from another, 
than at present exists. ‘This should prove of 
great importance in the practical diagnosis of 
diseases and in the inspection of potato crops 
for pure seed purposes. 

A grant of £2,500; and £16,500 spread 
over five years; was made to the Linen Re- 
search Association of. Northern Ireland. 

Other grants were made to Northern. Ire- 
land institutions for investigations into the 
nutritive value of milk and-inquiry. into tbe 
utilisation of milk residues and for research

HIS WORK DURING THE WAR. 
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Amoag the visitors to«Deblin for the 
Horse Show is a man who "played an out- 
standing part in the Great War. He is a 
uest of the Governor-General of the Irish 
ree State at the Viceregal Ledge—Mr. Louis 
Kaemackers, the famous cartoonist. 

Yestetday, Mr. Raemaekers, who is accom- 
panied by nis wife and daughter, attended the 
Hforse Show in the Governor-General’s party, 
where, during a quiet moment after the 
military juinping competitions, he was inter- 
viewed by an /rish Times representative, 

A journalist himself, Mr. Raemaekers 
understood the needs of a colleague, and gave 
some details of his work for the Allies 
tlronghaut the Great War. i 
INFLUENCING THE WORLD. 

Time and again thts work has -been 
recognised, and he has been decorated on 
numerous occasions both during and after the 
war by the Allied nations. It has been said 
of him: “ This meutral artist, single-handed, 
has done more than any General in winning 
the war, and in bringing home to the whole 
world what thié- war meant. — The fiercest 
satire upon the Germans came, net from a 
_ Frenchman, or a “Belgian, but from the native 

of a country with which Germany is not 
waging war. Mr. Leais Heemaekers is a 
Datchman, but though his country was 
neutral in her actions, he was not neutral in 
his sympathies or m his. expression of them.” 

So powerful had been the effect of his 
cartoons in Holland. and in countries in 
Kurope at the beginning of the war, that the 
(Germans accused him of violating, with his 
pencil, the neutrality of Holiand; in fact, the 
(Jermans put a price upon his head, and death 
would certainly have been his fate had he 
crossed the border into Germany, even though 
he was a neutral. 

HIS LIFE THREATENED. 

“ Yes,” he told the /rsh Times representa- 
tive; ‘it is true that a price was put, upon 
ny head by the Germans. In other ways,

. A VISIT TO AMERICA. 
s “*'Some day perhaps I will write the story 
of those war vears as I knew them. Yes, I 
was a voung man then, and I had many 
ultusual experiences. 

“Tt was early in 1917 that America came 
é into the war, but the spirit of the people of 
that great nation was rather indifferent to 
the whole matter; that spirit was, would you 
say, “soit 7 

‘lovd George then came to me and 
asked me to go to the United States and 
carry’ on’ my “propaganda work with my 
cartoons there in erder to awaken the spirit 
of’ that people to the real seriousness of the 
position in Europe. 1 consented and set sail 
for New York. The Hearst. Press, which 
cohtrdlied & powerful’ group of pavers through- 
out the United States. was pro-German, and 
here was mv best field. I ‘succeeded in 
‘getting a contract with the Hearst Press,

SILENT. NEWSPAPER BATTLE. 

“Then 1 began to draw my cartoons for 
them, and they were compelled by the con- 
tract to peblish them and on the front page. 
They eetaliatady, hdtvever, by. getting. their 
own cartoonist to draw cartoons in contradic. 
tion toveveyypne of mine, and published them 
atvthe. same time. They devoted the whole 
hack page to these replies to my cartoons, and 
thus for several months a silent battle was 
waged. 1 tfitimphed. We then set up an 
Mice BW New York $fót the distribution of my 
cattooms “in “newspapers and  periddicals 
throughout the United States, and this’ was 
done so. well that finally a total monthly eiír- 


culation of one thousand million copies oí my. 


cartoons was reachatt”” i 

This was the .storw-óf his war-work told by 
Mr. Raemaekers, who has. been described as 
‘the greatest propagandist of all time.” 

He added that he weuld dike to correct an 
impression that he was forced to leave 
Amsterdam for safety, “and” because of the 
nature of his oatteons. He. went. to. London 
at the request‘6f the British Government, and 
because he could distribute his work better 
from that.centre. . 

it can he said of Mr. Raemaekers that he 
holds the *‘ neeord.' as the world’s best seller. 
His cartoons have been published in every 
country in the world, and the inscriptions to 
them translated Ínfo. many Janguages. Collec- 
tions of his works have been actually pub- 
lished in eighteen different languages. 

FIRST VISIT TQ IRELAND. 

Mr. Raemaekers then spoke of Ireland, for 

this was his first visit to this eountry, “ 

When 1 was going to Ameriea during the 
war in 1917,” he said, “ the liner steamed 
along the coast of Ireland. It was,a glorious 
summer's day, with fine visibility, and ] was 
exceedingly impressed by the extraordinary 
beauty of the country as I saw it from the 
sea. [| never got an opportunity of coming 
here before, and now t am more than glad 
that I have had this opportunity.” I am very 
pleased to hav® seen Ireland. ‘It is a very 
wonderful country, and very picturésqué 
from the point of view of the artist. Artists 
should come here; 

“TI landed at Cobh on the first of this 
month, and went from there to Killarney, 
where I spent three days. Killarney is, in- 
deed, a béautiful place.”’ 

Mr. Raemaekers went on to give some of 
his impressions of the people of Ireland. The 
people here, he said, were really -very 
Triendly, with fine natural instincts. When 
he was out. .sight-séeing in Cobh (Mr. 
Raemackers called it by its Irish name) he 
came to-a side street in the poor quarter, and 
stopped to listen to the playing of a cornet, 
which was accompanied by some people sing- 
ing, 1n one of these small houses. The-music 
was so beautiful that he continued to stand 
to listen to it. As he did so, a little girl 
came out ef. the door of the house—~‘ a little 
girl, with dark curly hair, blue eyes, and red, 
red cheeks ’’—and asked him if he wanted 
io see the chapel. (meaning the (‘athedra)). 
He said that he did; and the little girl led 
the way, chatting to -him-brightly all the 
ime. Then, “ywhen..tliey arrived there, she 
smiled @ty-him, waved her hand, and ran 
away. He was,astonished by this, as he ex- 
pected that the girl had acted as his guide 
expecting a ‘‘tip.”’

At night, however, the squelch is louder ; 
one receives the sensation of passing over 
slightly boggy land in the country, and 
for a moment the feeling produces almost 
the same instinctive nervousness. Precisely 
what the cause of this is I do not know. 


Petrol and Pansies. 


The car drew up at a petrol pump out- 
| side a small garage in a midland village, 
and the proprietor was much pleased by 
the stranger's comments concerning a group 
of rose-coloured carnations visible through 
the gateway. “ Did you ever see a real 
black pansy ?” he demanded, holding aloft 
the heavy tubing of the pump. ‘Not a 
jet black one,” his customer admitted ; 
next moment she was herded 
through the gateway into a yard that had 
been transformed into a garden where 
everything flourished exceedingly. The 
blooms on the rambler roses were 
enormous ; the carnations were sights and 
scents for the gods, and the portly garage- 
owner s‘ooped low before them and shook 
‘the rain-drops from their bowed heads.

The clarkias were more like 
some rich azaleas than like the lanky 
specimens that had appeared in a garden 
at home. This very successful gardener 
had an unusual method of showing off his 
blooms. “I have all that out of a two: 
penny packet,”’ he said of the clarkias, 
and, pointing to a generous promise of 


that only came to fourpence.”’ The pansies 
were his particular pets, and they were 
very nearly black. 


Coupons. 


Having patronised for some time past 
(writes a correspondent) a brand of 
cigarettes with which coupons are pro- 
vided, I find that I have acquired a 
certain popularity with various small boys 
of my acquaintanée.

Flotsam and Jetsam. 


The recent reference in these columns to 
articles salved on Merrion Strand has 
caused a correspondent to remind me that 
such goods come within the legal defini- 
tion of wreck, and the finders or salvors 
are bound by law to hand the property 
to the Civic Guards or the Receiver of 
Wreck, The Receiver makes inquiries as 
to owners..ip, but if the owner cannot be 
discovered, or if there. is no claim to the 
property by the local Lord of the Manor. 
exercising manorial rights on wreck cast 
ashore above the high water mark, then 
the goods are sold to the highest bidder; 
and when» salvage is paid to the salvors 
the proceeds are paid over to the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, 


Silty Salvors. 


During the war huge quantities of 
flotsam and jetsam were salved off the 
Irish coast, and I know salvors who made 
small fortunes from salvage paid by the 
Board of Trade. In the Wert, however, 
some of the flotsam was never handed up. 
A few years ago a Connemara fisherman 
told me about some neighbours of his who 
opened a cask of “ flotsam ” from Jamaica. 
Bhináil pumps had to be used on these 
silly salvors, and for “ three whole days 
the wimimen had to be shovin’ butther 
down their necks to cool them !”

Strictures on Structures. 


It is time to curb the activities of the 
Electricity Supply Board in regard to the 
erection of sub-stations. They seem to be 
at liberty to plant these structures any- 
where they please, without any regard to 
the amenities of the neighbourhood. For 
instance, I see that one of the unlovely 
iron sub-stations is being built in the 
north-west corner of Crosthwaite Park, 
Kingstown. A more unsuitable site could 
not have been chosen; for it is one on 


‘which even a building of some architec- 


tural merit would be out of place. What, 
then, may be said of one of the iron cubes 
that are now common features on the land- 
scape? A resident to whom I was speak- 
ing remarked that he would not be sur- 
prised to find one of these eyesores 
founded on the Rock of Cashel itself. It 
will be admitted, of course, that sub- 
stations are essential for the distribution 
of the electricity from the Shannon 
scheme, but that is no excuse for the dis- 
figuration of the countryside. 


Depreciation. 


The main street of Dalkey has little to 
commend itself to the aesthetic eye, but 
there was no need to make it worse by 
adding a green-painted sub-station to the 
scenery. Did the Electricity Supply 
Board, I wonder, consult the residents 
when it was decided to erect an. iron 
building on the street front, within a few 
yards of the Roma: Catholic church? 
Surely the officials responsible for these 
sub-stations could so arrange the circuits 
that the iron structures are not unneces- 
sarily prominent. In this case a little 
thought about the matter would certainly 
have resulted in the building being placed 
further back, where, in time, it might 
have been concealed by shrubs. ' The Free 
State relies on the beauty of its landscape 
to attract visitors, but the value of that 
beauty will depreciate rapidly if the 
materialistic outlook of the Electricity 
Supply Board is not made to conform with 
the natural attractions of the country. 


Waterproof Covers. 


When uissatisied people who were 
starting on a camping holiday called the 
other day to the birthplace of many tents 
and ground shects .and narrow canvas 
beds, they expressed their true opinion 
of the weather that distinguished the first 
days of August. The rain hung like a 
grey curtain between the store and the 
river, and holiday prospects seemed 

loomy; but the prospective campers 
ri once more that there are two sides 
to every guestion, even to the guestion of 
bad weather. The owner of the place was 
about to start on a holiday, too, and for 
that reason he was quite prepared to de- 
plore the wretched weather. On the 
other hand, he explained that in his line 
of business wet weather at this time of 
year was a financial asset. Orders for 
tarpaulins were coming in every day, as 
the need for a waterproof covering for 
various things became more pressing. 
While the campers waited for their outfit

Picturesque Places. 


Those Irish people who cross their native 
land by the road that runs from Dublin 
to Sligo must admit that the country 
towns through which they pass are ex- 
tremely ugly. There are two exceptions, 
however, and these places seem to point to 
the possibility of building towns and 
villages that are picturesque. The 
traveller likes to remember Boyle and 
Collooney, and tries to forget most of the 
others. Both places are helped by their 
immediate surroundings. One realises that 
it is easier to look pretty against a back- 
ground of pleasant hills than it is when 
dumped down on a flat, boggy plain. 
Nevertheless, the towns themselves are 
picturesque, and seem to have been 
planned by some one who had an eye for 
yeauty. Outside Collooney, on a rocky 
hillock near the road, a fine stone obelisk 
is surmounted by the figure of a soldier of 
long ago. The memorial is dedicated to 
the ‘‘brave soldiers of Ireland and of 
France who fell for dear old Ireland. '

On the occasion of the diamond jubilee of 
the British Red Cross Society, which takes 
place to-day, Sir Arthur Stanley, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the Society, 
has sent. the following letter to presidents of 
British Red Cross branches at home and of 
the various Red Cross organisations in the 
Dominions and Colonies overseas :— 

“On August 8th, 1870, an appeal was 
issued by Colonel Loyd Lindsay (afterwards 
Lord Wantage) for money to help the sick 
and wiunded in the Franco-Prussian War. 
The appeal was made in the name of the 
National Aid Society, of which Queen Vic- 
toria became patron and the Prince of Wales 
President of the Central Committee, From 
the beginning the Society was looked upon 
as the British Red Cross, 

‘* So it happens that on August 8th, 1930, 
the British Red Cross is celebrating its 
diamond jubilee. Sixty years is no great age, 
it is true, in the life of @ national institution, 
but it is a proper occasion on which to look 
back upon the past and forward to the 
future, 

“On looking back one cannot help being 
struck by the wonderful generosity of the 
British public, who, between 1870 and the 
present day (including the Great War, when 
the main activities of the British Red Cross 
Society were carried out in conjunction with 
the Order of St. John), have subscribed well 
over £235,000,000 for its work, 

‘‘ We may, perhaps, be allowed to take this 
generous support given to us by the public 
as an indication that we have filléd a useful 
place in the community, and that our efforts 
in ministering to the sick and suffering of 
the Naval, Military and Air Forces of the 
Crown as the agents of the public have met 
with their approval. 

“In looking forward, we see an even 
greater and ever-expanding field for Red Cross 
work and workers. Our Royal Charter -has 
been enlarged, and now concludes the preven- 
tion of disease, the improvement of health, 
and the mitigation of sullering throughout the 
world. ’ 

“It is @ great endeavour, and its appeal to 
the hearts and minds of all classes of His 
Majesty's subjects was shown by the British 
Empire Red Cross Conference, held in London 
last May, when Red Cross workers and repro- 
sentatives from all parts of His Majesty's 
Dominions and Colonies overseas met the 
Red Cross of the mother country, and, after 
discussion of our problems and difficulties, 
parted, strengthened and encouraged, to 
carry on the work, not for our own country 
alone, but for the whole British Empire. 

“Let us go forward then in the true 
spirit of the Red Cross, helping when we can, 
succouring where succour is needed, ever 
remembering that we are only the channel 
through which British generosity and kindness 
of heart flow to those who are suffering and 
in distress, and that our responsibility is 
great.

READING OF RUBBISH. 

Mr. Lloyd George, finding on a show of 
hands that oniy a small minority of his 
audience did not understand Welsh, delivered 
bis Presidential address in his native tongue 
at the Welsh National Eisteddfod at Lianelly 
yesterday. 

He said that to-day there was too much 
reading of rubbish and too little reading of 
wise books. 

"There are more schools in Wales to-day, 
people know more, but they have forgotten 
much. Someone asked Dr. Johnson his 
opinion of a man, and the doctor réplied, 
‘He never shows tie minutes on his clock, 
but he always shows the hours.’ 

"The danger in education in Wales to-day 
is that it points to the minutes with great 
detail, but never strikes the hour as clearly 
as in the days of Griilith Jones. 

Miss Megan Lioyd George, who also spoke 
in Welsh, said-—‘‘ The Eysteddfod goes from 
strength to strength in its great work of up- 
helding the language, literature and tradi- 
tions of Wales. There are some people, 
mostly Englishmen, who say that the Welsh 
language stands between us and something 
they call material progress. Well, we want 
that, but what advantage is it to a nation 
to gain the world and Jose her own soul!”

ITH the passing of the days, the pro- 
fessional politicians are becoming dis- 
credited. The reason is easily understood. 
During the past few years many mills and 
factories have been closed, several large 
business establishments have ceased to 
operate, others are paying no dividends, 
and agriculture has declined. The 
politicians’ promises of better times have 
not been realised, and the business men 
of Belfast are beginning to take counsel 
among themselves as to the best means of 
restoring prosperity. 

There are rumours of such gatherings 
in the city, not altogether favourable to 
the policy of the Governmes*. A mani- 
festo has been published—evicently from 
an inspired source—setting out what are 
described as the advantages to Ulster of 
the partition of Ireland.

LORD CASTLEREAGH S ADVICE.

The industrial position was discussed at 
a meeting in the Ulster Reform Club on 
Tuesday last, when Lord Londonderry was 
made an honorary member. In his speech 
he reviewed the political situation at 
length, and criticised the British Labour 
Government, which, he said, was wrecking 
the financial stability of the country. 
Perhaps, however, the advice of the youth- 
ful Lord Castlereagh, the promising son of 
Lord Londonderry, was more to the point 
in its practical application to industry. A 
fluent and convincing speaker, he 
tas gan the setting up of a committee of 
industrialists, bankers and economic ex- 
perts, to study the problem. He said that 
they were passing through difficult times, 
and still more dificult times were in store 
unless they went in for more of economic 
co-operation and less of party politics. 

An expansion of the Trades Facilities 
Act, with a view to the development of 
industries, was also advocated, and it may 
be that in the policy outlined by Lord 
Castlereagh Ulster may yet find the way 
to renewed prosperity. e was cordially 
congratulated on his frank comments, the 
chairman of the meeting saying that there 
was growing up in their midst another 
Londonderry orator. Certainly his demo- 
cratic outlook and sensible views as to the 
duty of business men in solving the indus- 
trial problem have made a big appeal to 
the community in general. 


A GOVERNMENT DEAL. 


The Northern Government's efforts to

At a meeting of the railway company 
this week it was intimated that twenty- 
eight shareholders out of over four 
hundred had accepted the Government's 
offer to purchase at £6, the number of the 
shares involved in the sale being 637, or 
less than seven per cent. of the. total of 
12.000 shares. It was estimated that a 
further few hundred shares may have been 
sold to the Ministry during the period when 
the offer held good, but particulars have 
not yet been notified to the directors. The 
great body of shareholders, however, is 
determined to challenge the action of the 
Ministry, and for this purpose a fund has 
been subscribed to defray the legal 
expenses. 


BANGOR’S POSTAL SERVICE. 


The charming seaside resort of Bangor, 
County Down, has an ambitious Borough 
Council and a Mayor to preside over its 
deliberations, and it is natural that th 
should seek to raise the civic status of 
their town. Its post office system is ad 
ministered from Belfast. Representations 
were made to the authorities in London 
to establish a head office in Bangor, which 
has a population of about 15,000, but the 
request has been refused. The Postmaster 
General replied that the administrative 
requirements of the district were con 
sidered to be most effectively met by thy 
maintenance of the existing arrangements, 
under which the postal services are con 
trolled from the capital city, some-fourteen 
miles distant. 

Apart from Belfast and Londonderry, 
there are fifteen postal head offices in thy 
North, and not one of the towns so 
favoured has as large a population 
Bangor. The Postmaster-General will be 
asked to reconsider his decision. 


A HOMELY SUGGESTION. 


Lord Londonderry, who has done so 
much for elementary education in the Six 
Counties, also takes a deep interest 1) 
technical instruction, in which he sees a 
means of attracting tourists to Ireland 
Speaking at Newcastle, in the Mourne dis 
trict, yesterday, he said that 1t seemed to 
him that the authorities there might mak: 
good use of the winter by holding special 
classes for the training of those whose 
services were necessary for the proper 
entertainment of visitors whom the 
natural beauty of the district drew from 
far and wide every year. “ There is 
nothing,” declared Lord Londonderry, 
‘‘ that so endears a place to the visitor as 
comfortable accommodation, good cooking 
and excellent housekeeping.’’ This may not 
be very flattering to the people, but no on:

AMERICAN WOMAN’S 
IMPRESSIONS.

County Cork, 
to a medical friend, an American 
weman, who has just been on a tour in 
Ireland, has some very pleasing things to 
say about this country. During her visit 
to Dublin she saw the Dublin players at the 
Abbey Theatre four times. ' And how I did 
enjoy them!’’ she writes. ‘*John Bull's 
Other Island,’ seen the night before leaving, 
was a rich treat. The responsiveness of an 
Irish audience adds much to any play, and 
must be a source of real inspiration to the 
actors. 

The letter continues—‘‘I shall remember 
fora long time one episode of our journey to 
Cork. At Thurles a shy, innocent-looking girl 
of sixteen, forcing back her tears, got into 
our compartment. Her mother, also making 
a brave effort to control herself, stood on the 

latform, her black shawl over her head, and 
love, renunciation aud distress fighting tor 
mastery in her face. Of course, I have seen 
the newly-arrived, unsophisticated Irish girl 
in the United States, but it meant a lot 
to me to see the Irish end, and to realise 
more forcibly at what cost girls and boys 
have left their lovely homeland to get money 
to help their people. This child had never 
heen on a train before, and it was not the 
final parting e¢ither—she was only going to 
Queenstown to be examined and get her 
xermit to sail in September. Moreover, she 
~~ two sisters over there already, and 1s to 
be trained in housework by the employer of 
one of them; so she is in no danger. We 
grew quite friendly before we reached Cork, 
where we left her in charge of the guard. 
Of course, I suppose [I idealise her. But, oh, 
it seems a pity that she cannot go on milking 
the black Kerry cow, and tarry a frosy- 
cheeked Irish boy, and bring their children 
up in her own country. She will learn how 
to set a table, ete. In six months she will 
use rouge and a lip-stick, her voice will grow 
shrill from the effort to make herself heard 
above all the city noises. She will have learned 
to balance herself in high-heeled shoes, and 
probably will be going to ‘ swell’ movies 
(pictures, cinema, whichever you call them 
here) with 4 well-to-do boot-legger, 
whom she will finally marry, and her 
children will never know their grand- 
parents; but they will be sufficient] 
well-to-do to have their teeth properly filled, 
and people will say she has ‘ bettered her 
condition.” I wonder? (One gets so tired of 
hearing eternal values assigned to things. 

‘Why bore you with all this? Principally 
because I did feel it keenly, and because I 
would like you to know at least one American 
a little better. You are a man trained in 
science, but have not yon, perhaps, 
generalised from insufficient data when you 
have thought about Americans? We are not 
all alike, nor are we all who come over here 
rich, as most hotel-keepers and _ tourist 
agencies assume. We love our country, but 
lots of us do not believe our country better 
in all respects than any other, nor that the 
United States has been elected by the 
Almighty to teach other nations. We can 
own up that we are often foolish and some. 
times unjust. Money and nationality are 
just twentieth century necessary evils. After 
all, we are all just folks, and I hope that we 
will all succeed in understanding one another 
before we allow another great war, with its 
‘diabolical inventions, to sweep us from the 
face of the earth.

OBITUARY. 
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DR. JOHN E. MACILWAINE. 

The death took place on Wednesday «? 
Dr. John Elder Macllwaine, B.Sc., the well 
known Belfast Professor of Materia Medica, 
at his vesidence, Chlorine Gardens, Malone 
road, Belfast. He was a son of the late Mr. 
John Henry Macllwaine, founder of the well 
known firm. Messrs. John H. MaclIiwaine and 
Son, naval architects and engineers, and fo 
merly a partner in Messrs. Macllwaine and 
M‘Coll. shipbuilders and engineers, Belfas' 

The late Professor Macllwaine received jis 
early education at the Roval Belfast Acade 
al Institution, and became a shipyard 
apprentice, later proceeding to Glasgow U nt- 
versity, where to took his B.Sc. degree (1894) 
in naval architecture. Eventually, however, 
he resolved to enter the medical profession. 
At the Royal University he took his M.B.., 
B.Ch., and B.A.O. degrees with first cjass 
honours and exhibition in 1901. Three years 
later he obtained the M.D. degree, with gold 
In 1907 he took his D.P.H. at Cam 
bridge. He studied not only in Belfast and 
Dublin, but in Vienna, Berlin and Pari: 
Then came the South African War, in which 
Dr. MaclIlwaine served as medical officer wit! 
the Irish Hospital in the South African Field 
Force. After the war he was appointed 
Professor of Materia Medica and Therapeu 
ties at Queen’s University, Belfast, in succes- 
sion to Sir William Whitla, but failing eve 
sight obliged him to relinquish this respon- 
sible position about a year ago. He was con- 
sulting physician to the Royal Victoria Hos 
pital and to the Forster Green Hospital for 

iseases of the Chest. 

He was a member of the British Medical 
Association, the Association of Physicians of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and the Ulster 
Medical Society. 

Dr. Macliwaine was formerly a Rugb: 
piayer and cricketer, and later took up gol! 
ing, being a popular member of the Malone 
and Donaghadee Clubs. He was a prominent 
nlaver for the North of Ireland Club in the 
nineties, and was selected for internationa 
honours on a number of occasions, being 
capped against England in 1897 98-99, against 
Scotland in 1897-98, and Wales in 1898-99 
He was a forward in the team which won t! 
Triple Crown for the second time for Ireland 
in the season 1898-99.

FIGURES ‘THAT ARE 
DECEPTIVE. 
UNEMPLOYMENT IN THE 

FREE STATE. 


There are now over 2,000,000 people un- 
employed in Great Britain, but in the Irish 
Free State the official figures for unemploy- 
ment are only 20,771. . 

The official Free State: figures. however, 
are deceptive. There is, it seems, a much 
larger volume of unemployment in the Free 
State than the official figures indicate. Some 
authorities have placed the figure between 
60,000 and 70,000, while Labour mentbers of 
the Dail have asserted that the total number 
of people unemployed is much nearer 
00,000. , 


The British and Irish Free State figures 
bear no comparison to each other, because 
the conditions are different in the two 
countries. 

In the Free State an unemployed person 
must have twelve stamps to his credit before 
he can draw unemployment henefit—one day’s 
unemployment pay per stamp. In Great Bri- 
tain the conditions are bai more in favour 
of the ee worker, who can draw his 
‘“ dole’’ under much easier circumstances. 
_It was stated to an /rish Times representa- 
tive yesterday :—‘‘In Great Britain the 
system Of unemployment insurance attracts 
people to register for the.sake of the benefits 
which accrue, but in the Irish Free State 
unemployment benerit is not paid unless an: 
unemployed person has stamps to his credit.”’ 


REVENUE CASE AT 
CORK. 


CHARGE OF ILLEGALLY 
IMPORTING GOODS, 


REPRESENTATIVE. 


CORK, Thursday. 

At the Cork Distvict Court to-day, Leonard 
William Clarke, 3 Grand Parade, Cork, was 
fined £100, reduced to £25, for illegally im- 
porting goods on which duty had not been 
paid at Rosslare Harbour on the 3lst May. 

Mr. A. Julian, solicitor for the defendant, 
said that this was an attempt to punish a 
man twice for the same offence. The de- 
fendant and his wife, during the suspension 
of the Ford employment, accepted an invita- 
tion to visit the defendant’s parents in Lon- 
don, and while they were there some things 
were purchased, including a suit of clothes, 
which the defendant wore in London, and a 
hat which his wife wore, some handkerchiefs 
which they used, and other things. Their 
trunk was taken possession of by the Revenue 
officials, and when they inquired from the 
defendant as to whether he had any dutiable 
articles to declare, he, not having any duti- 
able perfumes, wines or things like that, and 
considering that the articles of clothing were 
not dutiable, said that he had not. 

They opened the trunk and asked him if 
he had purchased anything in London. He 
immediately said that he had, and he pointed 
them out. These things were set aside, and 
he was taken before the Chief Officer of 
Customs—three officers were there. He was 
asked why he did not declare the articles, 
and he said that he did not think that they 
were dutiable. 

They stated that he would be charged with 
smuggling, and that the articles would be 
forfeited, and they assessed a fine of 
£24 16s. 3d. They stated that he and his 
wife were under arrest, and that they would 
be taken before a magistrate unless they paid 
that amount. The unfortunate man had not 
the cash at the time, but had a bank deposit 
receipt for £25, which he offered to them, 
but they would not touch it. He tried to get 
the money from the iotel proprietor, but he 
would not touch the denosit receipt either. 
The defendant then telephoned to his land- 
lord, and ultimately the money arrived. 
He paid it, ard got a receipt. 
He had lost his train, his wife was in a 
delicate state of health, and they did not 
arrive in Cork til the next day, having had 
no food until then. As he considered that 
he had been unjustly treated, he accepted an 
invitation on the receipt to appeal, and he 
wrote three times to the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, but only got an acknowledgment. 
They had the money and the goods, and the 
necessary notice of appeal was given. Ap- 
parently as a result of his appeal the sum- 
mons had been issued, charging him with the 
Same offence as was tried at Rosslare. 
In addition, they sent him a cheque, but, as 
the appeal was pending, he did nothing with

The salt firkin butter markets in ENNIS 
and ENNISTYMON are said to be steadily 
disappearing. At the last weekly market in 
Ennis there were only some ninety firkins 
offered for sale, and the price— 7s. to 
£3 10s.—was about £1 a firkin less than at 
the corresponding date last year. In Ennis- 
tymon last week the price was still lower, 
the highest being about £3 5s. In former 
days, má June 1 to October, the number of 
firkins on sale ran to 1,800 or 1,400 in Ennis, 
and forty or fifty coopers, some of them 
employing a large number of hands, were 
kept busily engaged all the year round m 
connection with the industry. Now there 
are only four or five coopers in Ennis, and 
their industry is reckoned as among the most 
precarious. Latter day regulations as to 
the percentage of moisture allowed in butter 
are responsible, it is stated, for the rapid 
decline in the firkin butter industry. Most 
farmers have turned their attention to fresh 
butter making.

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GROWING DANGER OQ 

DISORDER, 

The Times to-day obsérves:—The warn- 
ings of Chinese and foreign observers of 
the spread df Communism and “brigandage 
in. the valley of the Yangtze have been 
tragically justified by events, , Last week 
Changsha, the capital of the Province of 
Hunan, a city more populous than Leeds, 
wes captured’ by an ‘armtyt of Reds, who 
indulged in an orgy of murder, pillage 
and incendiarism. Hankow, the largest 
of the many great cities of the river 
valley, is now reported to be in ‘danger, 
and the Cabinet has sanctioned the moye- 
ment of British war vessels, and. the 
dispatch of a detachment of the Green 
Howards..on board H.M.S,. Cumberland, 
to stand by in the event of danger to 
the lives and property of British res:- 
dents. That this danger might be very 
serious is shown by. the accounts .of the 
sack of Changsha. Though they met with 
no resistance from the Government troops, 
the Communists fired upon the American 
river gunboat Palos, which returned their 
fire after several of her crew had~ been 
wounded. Almost. all the members of the 
foreign community were removed from the 
town. by the Palos and’ H.M.S.’ Aphis, 
but looting and fire wrought great havoc 
to their property before the Reds, bought 
off, it is said, with a ransom of a million 
Chinese dollars, departed from the city. 
The fate of the British Consulate is un- 
certain, -but there is little doubt that 
American and: Japanese” ‘official ‘and 
private -buildings have, been destroyed, 
rthat the premises of. British - firms ‘have 
been pillaged, and that- there will

THE EXPLANATION. 

The explanation of: the increase of 
anarchy in all but the Northern provinces 
of China is simple enough, adds The 
Times. The countryside has been 
scourged by a series Of civil wars, usually 
waged by predatory generals and unpaid 
soldiers. Taxation is excessive, and the 
political and military turmoil has so 
weakened the provincial Governments that 
they have lost authority and prestige. The 
misery, or rage, of the peasantry has 
driven them to follow the Communist 
banner, .which numbers. of -professiqnal 


..,-brigands have adopted: as their badge. 


Great numbers of military deserters, who 
find brigandage more lucrative. than 
regular warfare, have brought their arms 
and experience to the sefvice of the Reds. 
That this jacquerie is organised by 
Russian Niadh, and counts some professed 
Chinese Communists among its leaders, is 
certain enough. ‘The interest. in its pro- 
‘gress manifested by the Russian Press is 
sufficient proof of this, ‘apart from the 
evidence now in the possession of the 
Chinese authorities. But it is improbable 
that the vast majority of the men of these 
Red armies are at present actuated by 
,any motives beyond the desire for plinder, 
and our Correspondent describes most of 
the leaders as baridits, “who naturally 
regard Communism as a branch oí their 
ancient profession. - : 
DECAY OF AUTHORITY. 

The worst sign of the decay-of authority 
in Central and Southern!China is the: fact 
that the numerous organisations which are 
laying the country waste-are no-longer in 
nead of subventions. Communist brigand- 
age has become self-supporting, and the 
capture ofa few.more cities like Changsha 
may give the movement an impetus which 
will be as dangerous to the Republic as 
the Taig nore Was to the Manchu 
dynasty. A-combination of the Northern 
and Southern genefals and politicians 
i against the banditti,: and the reform ef 
the, military. and fiscal administration of 
the provinces would be the best cure for 
the disease, but. the ambitions of the 
rival factions may well blind .them - to 
the necessity, until they discover, one day, 
that the Red movement, froin a nuisance, 
has hecomé a menace. The mmtual. re- 
criminations of Northern and Southern 
chiefs, who blame each other .for “the 
spread of Communism, *are unlikely to 
weaken: the Reds,- or ‘to inspire foreigners 
with confidence in the future. 

The recent increase of anarchy in the 
wealthiest provinces of China cannot but 
arouse the apprehension of” foreign 
Goyernments and foreign ‘traders. The 
|news that the British’ Minister to China 
has prepared proposals with regard to 
the modification of the extra territorial 
rights of foreigners. in. China’ would he 
more interesting if foreign missionaries 
could live in Chinese ‘country tOwns with- 
out fear of being kidnapped and held. to 
ransom, under threat of murder or tor- 
ture, and if foréign merchants and their 
agents in‘ the larger cities: were not ex- 
posed to the risk. of having to escape on 
gunboats, and to leave their property aud 
premises. to bands of ‘looters. ‘At present

RESULT OF PROLONGED 
PROPAGANDA. —__

The Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce has issued a report on Unem- 
ploymen® its Causes and Remedies, based 
on the views of over a hundred Chambers 
of Commerce throughout the country. 

World depression, says the report, has 
accentuated the difficulties im Great 
Britain, but that, if this country, had 
maintained’. its share of world trade; 
the number of unemployed would be much 
less than the present figures. 

TWO-FOLD CAUSES. 

The main reasons for the loss of trade, 
it states, are, firstly,;, the unprotected 
state of our home market, and, secordly, 
high cost of production, which makes it 
impossible to meet world competitive 
prices. 

The report states that protection else- 
where necessaril) the flow of 
| goods into the unprotected market pro- 
vided by Great Britain, and that the intro- 
duction of safeguarding. by . increasing 
production would reduce the burden of 
rates and taxes, which add seriously to 
overhead charges. 

In existing circumstances, when almost 
all nations have high protective duties, 
and when Great, Britain is the only large 
free market in the world, safeguarding 1s 
declared to be essential. 

The bulk of the world trade will 
nations which have the lowest cost of pro 
duction: hence the necessity to reduce 
British costs, which are higher than those 
In competing European countries. 


WAGE PROBLEM. 

The report states that the rates of wages 
paid in some trades in this country are 
higher than are justified by ‘the present 
economic -conditions, and that immediate 
action to adjust the disparity between 
sheltered and unsheltered wages should 
be taken.

The screams of women arose above 
the roar of the flood as the water quickly 
surrounded their homes and rose rapedly to 
a depth of from five to eight feet. Accord- 
ing to eye-witnesses, babies in their cradles 
were swept away by the sudden rush of 
water. 

Hundreds of men and women in tha 
Mexican city, clad. only in their night 
attire, took refuge on mounds and hillocks, 
More than fifty métor cars, which had 
been left parked in the streets for the 
night, are buried beneath the débris. 

The flood was caused by heavy rains in 
the Santa Rita Mountains last night.

ANIMAL HUSBANDRY. 


Professor W, Kearney, M.R.C.V.S., of the 
Veterinary College of Ireland, Dublin, was 
one of the speakers yesterday at the eleventh 
International Veterinary Congress, which is 
being held at the Central Hall, Westminster, 
London, this week. 

Dealing with rinderpest (prophylaxis), the 
cattle disease, which has been the subject 
of so much research in recent years, he said 
that up to the present time no certain safe 
method of vaccination had been discovered, 
and the best method of dealing with rinder- 
pest was what was known as the serum 
simultaneous method. 

The suppression of the disease by the use 
of serum alone, in addition to quarantine 
measures, involved considerable expense. 
Further, there was a very grave risk caused 
by setting up; in countries where this means 
was employed, large numbers of susceptible 
animals that might, and undoubtedly did, 
from time to time, become infected from 
outside sources. 

In such countries people are living in 
fools’ paradises, declared Professor Kearney, 
INEFFECTIVE METHODS. 

Up to the middle of the eighteenth century 
the only means employed to control the 
spread of rinderpest was to remove healthy 
cattle and slaughter those infected. These 
measures were ineffective, with the result 
that the disease had spread periodically 

from its native haunts in Russia. 

Subsequent investigators of the disease all 
seemed to have had a common aim, and he 
recommended to the delegates the desirability 
of adopting an international plan of cam- 
paign against it. 

ANIMAL HUSBANDRY. 

There was a keen discussion on the rela- 
tionship of the veterinary surgeon to anima! 
husbandry. 

Professor J. Share-Jones, Director of 
Veterinary Studies at Liverpool University, 
said that the real meaning and value cf 
veterinary science and animal husbandry had 
not been appreciated in Great Britain. 

Our neglect to appreciate the magnitude 
and importance of animal husbandry had 
"caused us to drift into the position of having 
to import more than fifty per cent. of the 
essential food products that we needed for 
our own consumption. Veterinary sciénce 
does not, or is not, allowed to play the part 
for which it is designed, and this is largely 
due to the inadequacy of tne law as it stands 
to-day, said Professor Share-Jones. 

So far as modern veterinary science is con- 
cerned, the bulk of its governing Jegislation 
is based upon old Acts of Parliament, which, 
in the light of present-day knowledge and 
requirements, have long become obsolete. 

LIVE STOCK INSURANCE. 

The time is ripe to scrap all the existing 
Acts and Orders relating to domestic animals, 
and to secure in their place one consolidated 
Act dealing with the animals, their products 
and by-products. 

An important contribytion to the develop- 
ment of the industry would be a national 
system of live stock insurance—a_long-felt 
This would relieve the individual 
of the great risk which he was at 
obliged to carry.

MR. HOOVER DIRECTING 
RELIEF PLANS. 


FOOD FOR STARVING 
LIVE-STOCK. 
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From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Preparations to extend relief to the 
drought-suffering nation proceeded apace to- 
day under the personal direction of President 
Hoover. 

Reports pouring into Washington indicated 
that the damage done by the drought may 
reach the £200,000,000 mark unless rain falls 
soon. With nothing but local showers indi- 
cated by the Weather Bureau for the suffer- 
ing sections of the country in the immediate 
future the Farm Board to-day considered the 
possibility of extending substantial credit to 
livestock and cotton farmers under the 
Federal Marketing Act. Mr: Hyde, Secretary 
of Agriculture, who had hurried back from 
the West, arrived to-day at Washington, and 
conferred with President Hoover on the 
situation for several hours. 

President Hoover is understood to be much 
gratified by the promise of the railways in 
the drought area to co-vperate in any mea- 
sures determined upon by the Government to 
get food to the starving livestock. The re- 
duction of freight rates on hay and fodder to 
the cattle-breeding areas, and possibly the 
free transport of livestock to unaffected graz- 
ing lands is contemplated, but the decision 
will depend upon the detailed report on the 
drought conditions which the Department of 
Agriculture has undertaken to give President 
Hoover next Monday. 


ALARMING SITUATION. 


After conferring with Mr. Hoover, Mr. 
Hyde declared that the situation in the 
middle Western States was alarming. He 
added, however, that if rain came some late 
corn might be saved, and some early corn 
could be grown on the bottom lands in the 
affected States. 

Weather Bureau officials this evening say 
that there has hitherto been no real relief 
-for the drought, and the forecasts for to- 
night and to-morrow are not encouraging. 
There was some rain in the Ohio valley, 
but no more than enough to lay the dust. 

In some parts of the country drinking 
water is being actually sold. In West 
Virginia drinking water costs three cents a 
gallon. 

In Ohio farmers are attempting to save 
fruit trees by pumping water on them with 
old fire engines. 

The Department of Agriculture announces 
that, on the suggestion of the President, 
questionnaires are being sent immediately to 
all farm agents in the affected States asking 
for detailed surveys both of the actual 
damage and of the suffering caused by the 
dry weather and intense heat. The question- 
naires will inquire inter alia into the number 
of families needing aid to carry their live 
stock through the winter.

BRINGING CANADA 
NEARER, 


GOVERNMENT SUBSIDY 
SUGGESTED,

OTTAWA, Thursday. 

The problem of financing a regular twice- 
weekly airship service between Britain and 
Canada was discussed in a speech which 
Sir Charles Burney delivered here to-day at 
a luncheon given at the Canadian Club. 

“The world is changing,” he said, ‘and 
the British Empire, to maintain its place, 
pent, power a rapid form of transporta- 
ion. 

He estimated the cost of establishing a 
fleet of airships for a twice-weekly service 
between the two countries at £6,000,000. He 
calculated that the gross revenue to be de- 
rived from such a service would be, approxi- 
mately, £4,000,000, and the expenses about 
£5,000,000. 

He suggested that the British and Canadian 
Governments should guarantee seventy-five 
per cent. of the initial cost. The United 
States had given a similar guarantee for its 
Government steamship lines on the Atlantic 
service, charging three and a half per cent. 
interest on the money invested, which con- 
stituted a first charge on the ships. 

If the two Governments guaranteed six 
tons of mail a week at the rate of $200 a ton 
it would only be necessary to make a sur- 
charge of from fourpence to fivepence on each 
letter, and the mail between the two coun- 
tries would cross the ocean in two days, in- 
stead of the eight days generally taken.

PREPARATIONS FOR 


__ FLIGHT TO INDIA. 

While R100 is in Canada all efforts at the 
Royal Airship Works will be concentrated on 
the work of altering R101 for her flight to 
India, schedufed for September. 

The R101 is a slower ship than R100, 
because her motive power is provided by 
Diesel oil engines, adapted for aeronautical 
use, which are only in their first stages of 
development, When R101 was launched in 
October of last year these engines had not so 
far progressed as to be made reversible. As 
a consequence one of R101’s five engines. had 
to be reserved for backward drive, to assist 
the maneuvring of the airship, and the vessel 
could only be driven forward on four. 

it is now hoped to install two improved 
reversible oil engines in the cars amidships, 
so that backward drive may be provided 
without cutting down the maximum engine 
power for forward drive—3,250 h.p. to 2,600 
—as has previously been necessary. But since 
the six Rolls-Royce engines of R100 have a 
full h.p. of 3,900, it will be readily under- 
stood that R101 is likely to remain a slower 
ship. Her new cruising speed should be in the 
region of 60 m.p.h. 

FURTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 

Further improvements include the lengthen- 
ing of the airship by the addition of a new 
bay amidships. This will increase her lift 
considerably. Material for this work is on 
hand at Cardington, and the work will soon 
be begun. The airship is also being provided 
with a new outer cover. 

Meanwhile, much meteorological investiga- 
tion along the Indian route has been done, 
and an important discovery has been that of 
the existence of a more or less permanent 
north-westerly wind current in the Middle 
East. It is, therefore, likely that the airship 
route from the mast at Ismalia will take a 
definitely northerly track, while the route from 
the Karachi base back to Egypt will be a 
southerly route. over the Indian Ocean. 

R101 is destined this year to pioneer on 
this route. just as R100 has broken new air 
over the Northern Atlantic.

The general belief here 
is that it will be decided to leave the handling 
of M. Briand’s proposals, and their develop- 
ment, to the competent organs of the League, 
and not to institute any new organisation, as 
suggested by the French Foreign Minister. 

All the States which have replied to the 
French proposals stress the point of keeping 
the scheme within the frame-work of the 
League. Notable among the replies 1s that 
of the British Government. This carefully 
considered and comprehensive document will 
undoubtedly mark the turning point in the 
Assembly's deliberations. 


DISARMAMENT. ; 
If it is not discussed by the Assembly in 
public, the disarmament problem will: cer- 
tainly occupy much of the attention of .the 
principal Foreign Ministers in their private 
talks, and exceptionel interest will be given 
to the subject by the recent conclusion of 
the London Naval Treaty. Mr. Arthur 
Henderson, M. Briand and Signor Grandi are 
likely to play a leading part in these con- 
versations.~ 


TRAFFIC IN DRUGS. —. 

An explanation will have to be given on 
the subject of the non-fulfilment of the 
promise made by Mr. Henderson at the May 
session of the Council of the League to con- 
vene at the end of July a preliminary con- 
ference of representatives of drug-manutactur- 
ing countries in furtherance of the campaign 
against the illicit traffic in drugs, such as 
cpium, cocaine and heroin. This conference 
was to have taken place in London, and its 
opjyect would have been to reach an inter- 
national agreement to limit the manufacture 
of dangerous drugs to medical and scientific 
needs. It was to have been followed by a 
full conference in December. ' The British 
(covernment has recently informed the Secre- 
tariat of the League that it is not yet in a 
position to propose a date for the pre- 
liminary conference, the reason being that the 
material deemed necessary for the holding of 
such a conference is not yet available. 

The Chairman of the League’s Advisory 
Committee on the Opium Traffic has, there- 
fore, decided not to convoke the meeting 
of that body which it was proposed to hold 
towards the end of the present month. 

MEMEL AND THE SAAR. 

Two other vexed questions which will have 
to be dealt with are those of Memel and the 
Saar. A complaint has been received from 
the authorities of Memel, alleging that the 
autonomy of Memel has been violated by 
Lithuania. This autonomous régime in 
Memel has always been a sore point with the 
Lithuanians, and will continue to be so until 
some practical modus vivendi is established. 

The deadlock in the Saar negotiations, and 
the restoration of that territory to Germany, 
will form the subieet of discussion between 
M. Briand and Herr Curtius, the German 
Foreign Minister. 

PALESTINE. 

Last, but not least, there is the report of 
the Permanent Mandates Commission on the 
disturbances in Palestine last summer. The 
various observations of the British Govern- 
ment on the conclusions of the Commission 
have been received in Geneva, and it is ex- 
pected that publication, both of the findings 
of the Commission and of the British obser- 
vations will take place shortly.

“ INCOGNITO.”

There will he war in the air, in the island 
of Incognito, from Tuesday next until Satur- 
day week. Blueland, whose colony occupies 
half the island, has sent an ultimatum to Red- 
land, whose colonists live in the other half 
of Incognito. Redland, it is officially stated, 
will refuss te comply with the terms of the 
ultimatum, and war will begin at 11 a.m. on 
August 12th. 

Behind this little story lies the scheme for 
the annual exercises of Great Britain’s air de- 
fence. 

The Island of Incognito bears a curious re- 
semblance te a part of the map of England. 
Red colony is bounded by a line from the 
Durham coast to Liverpool, and thence south- 
east through Flint, Shrewsbury, Worcester. 

Blue 
colony lies to the south-west, but does not 
include the greater part of Wales or Cornwall 
and Devon.
